INSPECTOR OF INDIAN SCHOOLS FOR NEW BRUNS- 
WICK, ON THE ST. MARY'S INDIAN DAY SCHOOL.

7 TEACHER - MRS. REGINA McELLIGOTT. 


Mre. McElligott has just taken charge of this 
school. She replaced Miss Hughes, being appointed to the said 
sch by the Ind. Dept. I, as the Inspector of Ind. Schools for 
N.B., had no say in this appointment whatever. I desired a ist 
class teacher and have tried in the od interest of thie school 
for years to get such a teacher but failed. I had no other aim in 
view than that which I hold for every Ind. School in N.B., namely, 
the advancement of our Indians. 


I found the pupils did not forget much of last 
year's work. They are bright, and with a good teacher should do well. 
About all grades were at review work. 


In all truthfulness, I never saw or experienced 
such disorder in a school. I could not carry on the examination 
without calling the school to order on three or four occasions. I 
finally had to stop, and explained to the whole school that unless 
better order was maintained the school might as well be closed. 

The teacher claimed that they were much better now than when she 
opened school, some 4 weeks ago. Then I spoke strongly to the 
pupils, explaining that never in all the yeare that I had visited 
this school did I ever see anything disorderly, and was at a loss 

to know why such conduct was shown. 411 pupils were freely pees 
no class would stand in line. One little boy hit another and tumb ed 
him to the floor. Such a schoolroom! Oonsidering all this, where, 
in the past, I ever found the best of order, my heart was broken. 

I can do nothing under such conditions, nor can the school advance 
until order is maintained, and a proper teacher inetalled.

I found the pupils, as a whole, very untidy compared with the 
past record of this school. 


Mre. McElligott informed me that she sent for the required 
material and when it arrived all will begin to knit and sew. The 
next four or five months will better explain just what progress 
will be made in this branch of our important work by our new teacher. 


Had the choice of a teacher been left to me , as has been 
done in the past, I can assure the Dept. I could never have considered 
for one moment this appointment. Time will tell who is right or 
wrong. I have had vast experience for nearly 20 years in dealing 
with teachers and can say that I never allowed any favour nor con- 
dition to swerve me from the path of justice in giving to our Indians 
of N.B. the best. I have not a teacher outside of Mrs. McElligott 
but well knows if their school work is not well done they must be 
prepared to take another school, and it is only in this light that 
one can expect a teacher to advance her pupils, but when a teacher 
holds her position through “politics", quite independent to the 
Inspector of Schools, little progress can be expected. There I 
am speaking of our Indians Schools. They are so different in all 
respects of government to our white schools. Qur white schools 
are carefully watched over by the ratepayers, trustees - who are 
near the school and constantly in touch with all working conditions 
of their school and teacher - competent persons to judge, and all 
this hae a deep bearing on the teacher. It is not thus, however, 
in our Ind. Schools. Unless, therefore, there exists a medium 
between the Ind. Dept. and the Ind. School, competent in every 
reepect to bridge over this gap, it is most evident our Indian 
Schools must retrograde, and in less than five years Indian Education 
in N.B. would only be in name. 


I am most sorry, not for myself but for this school, that 


the Indian Dept. for some reas of its own ha@s appointed the said 
teacher to St. Mary's Indian 628.33.

Im the case of teachers like Niss 
Hughes, who have teught many years in indian 
echoole, it is a matter of regret that c pension 
cannot be allowed. Ail that could be done in 
her case was the granting of two months 
retiring gratuity, which wae paid.

In a letter to the Indian Agent, Mrs. Hayes 
stated: “there has never been any questton of pasteur— 
izing milk for this School. For ome reason there ts no 
Law in New Brunswick to compel anyone to sell pasteurized 
milk and enother is that up to the present year there 
hasn't been a pasteurtzing plant here in Devon". She 
states of her product: “It ts this same high qualtty 
that we have supplied to the Indtan School. This same 
qualtty milk tn Ontarto, when sold under the Jersey 
Trade Mark brings a higher price than any grade of 
pasteurtzed milk, and would be called Certified MtULk.

This Branch is quite prepared te accept the 
statement which Mr. Leo. F. Hayes, Devon, has already made 
te the Department that his milk is of the best quality. 


That fact, however, would net prevent it from 
being the medium which would convey tuberculosis, undulent 
fever, typheid fever, diphtheriae, scarlet fever, or any 
ether pathogenic bacteria which might either be in the 
milk itself, or carried by persons handling the milk. 


It is considered that the only safe treatment 
for milk is te pasteurize it, which means raising the 
temperature of the milk te 146° F. and keeping it at that 
temperature for thirty minutes. It has been found that 


this procedure will kill all pathogenic bacteria ordinarily 
found ia milk. 


It is true that the province of New Brunswiek 
dees not enforce compulsory pasteurization, but the 
Department of the Federal Government responsible fer the 
health of its Indian wards should set & lead in this 


matter and insist upon pasteurized milk wherever it is 
available. 


The follewing letter, which the Acting 
Superintendent of Medical Services received frem the 
Chief Medical officer for the Province of New Brunswick, 
supperts this view:

I have to acknowledge receipt of the letter which you 
forwarded from the Sister Superior of the Tobigue Indian Day School 
Gated the 12th instant in which she requests that a Salary be pro- 
vided for the tesching of domestic science. 


In reply I beg to ssy that at the present time we are 
paying salary to three Sisters at the rate of $550 each for the ten 
teaching months, suprilemented by the bonus rroviced by law, An 
extra classroom will be opened in the teachers’ residence and hospital 
building after the new year. The three salaries allowed are for the 
two teaching Sisters and for the Sister Superior. In this connection 
I would refer you to official letter of August 15th, last. We are 
not prepared at the present time to provide a salary for an extra 
Sister to teach domestic science. Later if the results achieved 
by the Reverend Sisters at this school and in the hospiteal warrant 
the payment of salary for another Sister, consideration will be given 
to providing the same. We note that up to the present time very 
little domestic science work has been done. This is no doubt due 
to the fact that the Reverend Sisters have not got quite settled 
in the work at this school. You may inform the Reverend Sister 
Superior that, should the results achieved as shown by future reports 
warrant the payment of salary for another Sister, consideration 
will 68 given to providing same.

In rerly I beg to say that you should arrange to 
have one of the Reverend Sisters instruct the older girls at 
least two houre per week in sewing, knitting, the making of 
garments an in personal cleanliness and the care of their 
clothing. It is thought that this instruction could be given 
by one of the teachers during the regular classroom period, 
She could arrange the hours at which this would be convenient 
without interfering unduly wath the other classroom work, 


If the Sisters have time, anu can make arrangements, 
it may be possibie to give the women of the Reserve instruction 
in sewing and making garments. The Department is, however, 
not prepared to pay any extra remuneration for the teaching 
of uomestic science. If there is any likelihood of this work 
being of benefit to the Indian women, and if you are sure that 
they would avail themselves of the opportunity to acquire 
knowledge of Gomestic science, the Department might be favourably 
disposed next year to authorize the enlarging of the work alon 
these lines.

Sister Lelores claims she received an 8th grade 
diploma from a Catholic school in Boston. This is 
certainly not sufficient qualification. 


This reserve is, in so far 4s buildings are 
concerned, by far the best equipped in New Brunswick. 
The school must now have properly qualified teachers. 
I woulda suggest that the Department demand from the 
Miother House at Bay St. Paul at least one better 
qualified teacher. Sister Victory could take the 
primary department and have the liother House send at 
once a Second or First Class Teacher to take the 
advanced department. 


The pupils in the primary department did 
fairly well under present conditions, but what can the 
Department expect from a teacher who has a most pronounced 
French accent. If any department in our Indian schools 
should have a successful teacher, surely it must be the 
primary department. I feel this Order has the teachers 
and we should have them. We must have a "Show-down" at 
once. Promises to remove the xXev. Sister by the 
Mother House will not be taken and we should insist that 
qualified teachers be secured. This is the only Indian 
school in New Brunswick that has unqualified teachers. 
There is a first class normal school trained Sister at 
Woodstock and all our other teachers are second class 
normal school teachers. The Indians at Tobique are more 
advanced, brighter and more capacle of rapid progress 
than on any other reserve in liew Brunswick.

I find that both the Rev. Sisters are working cover- 
time in the classroom and when all pupils return a very 
hard year lies before them. The Rev. Nurse has now 
more than she can do under the most trying circumstances 
and the deplorable conditions in so many of the Indian 
homes. I can see no other hope for the progress of 
the work than a field matron. The Department realizes 
that it is a strict rule of this Order that no Sister 
goes alone to visit homes. If a field satron or a 
domestic science teucher was appointed, the Nurse 
could accompany her on certain days ana much good coulda 
be caone. As it is at present, the teaching of domestic 
science must suffer, and this would be most disastrous, 
as we cunnot drop this most important branch of our work 
without detriment to ell the other work on the Reserve. 


I feel with the Department that alreacy for the size 
of this Reserve three paid Sisters is considerable. Yet 
the work must be cone. Why not appoint another paid 
Sister as field matron and domestic science teacher, who, 
in conjunction with the Nurse, could clean up conditions 
on the Reserve. This arrangement might be given @

Ths school building was recently enlarged and 
is not yet completed. The basement unmier the new addition 
is to be arranged for a domestic science classroom. It is 
about 36' x 26" but in the construction of the addition, 
due to improper planning, several pillars have been placed 
down the centre of the floor thus spoiling the appearance 
and usefulness of an otherwise large room. 


I note also that there is a common arinking 
cup at both the boys" and girlis' basins. The basin has 
outlets for two taps, hot an@ cold . The hot water side is, 
of course, not used. I would suggest that a drinking fountain 
be placed on each of these basins so that cups will not be 
needed.

Rev. F. C. Ryan, Inspector of Indian Schools for the 
Province of New Brunswick, in a report on his recent inspection of 
the Tobigue Indian Day School, has drawn attention to the condition 
of the domestic science room in the basement of the day school 
building. He states that this room is filled up with old desks, 
rubbish, etc., and has requested that instructions be given that 
this room be at once cleared out and put in good orcer, as he 
states that the teaching of domestic science forms the most importent 
work for the benefit of the Indien children, 


I have, therefore, to request that you will arrange to heve 
this room thoroughly cleared out. If the old desks are of no 
further use, they shoulca be broken up. All rubbish shoulda be 
removed em destroyed. The Department will expect to hear at an 
exurly date that this room has been placed in proper order and meete 
with the approvel of the Sister in charge of the teaching ef domestic 
ecience. 


The Inspector has also drawn attention to the number of 
permits granted to Indian children of school age to remain at home.

Rev. F. C. Ryan, Inspector of Indian Schoole for the 
Provinee of New Brunewick, in @ report on his recent inspection 


of the Tobique Indian Day School, makes the following recommend- 
ations! 


1. Tht the exterior of the hospital anc teachers! residence 
be painted, 


That the interior of the school building (both roome) be 
thoroughly cleaned and all woodwork well washed, anc the 
floors thoroughly scrubbed anc, when dry, given two coxts of 
hot oil, and that this work be done by a competent man. 


That the ceiling of the domestic science room be covered with 
beaver bourd, and the concrete floor given two good coats of 
paint, as it ie very dusty. 


That the walle of the domestic science room be given a cout 
of alabastine. 


That 12 chairs be supplied for the domestic science room. 
That 2 drinking cups, attached to chaine, be supplied. 


In connection with the above recommendutions of the Inspector, 
I have to rejuest that you will furnish u report as to whether you 
would approve of any of this work being undertaken, Ig so, you 
should give an approximate estimate of the cost in euch case, and 
you should silso state if you cun arronge to have the work carried 
ecut by day lubour. You should give the above matters your early 
attention end furnish the information asked for, as, if it is 
decided to carry out any of the work, it should be completed before 
the schoole reopen after the summer holidayse 


The Inspector also states thst the Rev. Sister Superior 
drew his attention to the use by the janitor of an outside door 
leading out of the comestio science room. She states that he opens 
this door and in the winter it makes the floors of the school very 
cold. The Rev. Sister considers that this deor should be closed 
up in winter and the janitor enter by the furnace room or through 
the back entrance to the school. The Inepector states that the Rev. 
Sister could explain this matter to you, and you might take it up 
‘ith her and arrange that the difficulty mentioned be satisfactorily 


adjusted next winter.

Relative to the cleaning of the interior of the 
school building (both rooms), I have to say that you may 
arrange to have the woodwork well washed and the floors 
thoroughly scrubbed and, when ary, given two coats of hot 
oil. You may purchase a half barrel of Imperial floor 
dressing, the same to be applied, when necessary, by the 
caretaker of the school. 


You may arrange to have the ceiling of the domestic 
science room covered with Gyproc and the floor given two coats 
of a suitable type of paint for the purpose. You may, also, 
have the walle and ceiling given a coat of alabastine. 


You are authorized to arrange for the purchase of 12 
chairs suitable for use in the domestic science room. They 
should be of a substantial make and as inexpensive as possible.

In this connection I have to eny that the 
Department does not understand why there was such 
delay in forwarding the account in payment for these 
supplies. You quote as your authority for the puréhase 
official letters Gated April 30, 1931, end May 1, 1931. 
In letter of May 1, 1931, authori ty was fiven to purchase 
6 window curtains. We have been unable, however, to 
find any authority to purchase 6 rollers for maps, at 
a total cost of $17.10. The Department does not furnish 
equipment of this kind for Indian day schools. All 
maps supplied are mounted on wooden rollers, which is 
considered sufficient. You should explain the reason 
for the delay in forwarding the accounts, slso state on 
whore authority the rollers for the maps were obtained. 


Our funds this year are extremely limited, 
and, before any purchase is made, the Principal of the 
school should mske requisition throuch your office 
and you should receive the necessary authority, also 
nll accounts covering purchases for the school should 
be forwarded by you, properly certified, not later than 
one month after the purchase has been made. By with- 
holding accounts ae in this instance, the Devartment is 
misled as to the amount of funds that will be reauired 
for the current expenses of the school durinre the vear. 


Payment of the account will be withheld until 
vour explanation is received regarding the purchase 
of the rollers for the mape and as to the delay in for- 
wardin the account, it being over a year since authority 
for the purchase of some of the supplies was eranted.

SUPERINTENDENT OF EDUCATION 
Tobigue Indian Day School. 


There are two rooms in operation 
at Tobique. Bineteen pupils were present in the 
Senior room and twenty-six in the Junior. The 
reading of the pupils was fairly fluent but the 
teaching of the subject is very traditional. 
As in many of the schools no definite training of 
the physical aspects of reading have been undertaken. 
The Indian child has certain muscular deficiencies 
which prevents the pronunciation of sounds. This can 
be overcome only by muscular exercise in order to train 
and produce these sounds. 


The weaving and sewing are quite 
satisfactory. The pupils enjoy this work, and a 
demonstration was made of the methods of interrating 
this work with the academic. I feel that by this means 
many of the lessons in the classroom will become 
meaningful. 


Good work is being done at this school 
and while I did not check all the acadeuwic subjects, I 
am satisfied that progress is being made. 


The exterior of the residence is badly 
in need of paint. This should be done if at all possible 
this season as deterioration is liable to take place. 
This residence is part hospital and part residence. In 
fact, the complete main floor and part of the basement 
is used for hospital charges. Whether the Medical 
Branch will assume any obligation for the up-keep of 
this building or not, I can not say. I feel that they 
have a definite responsibility there.

The Tobique School ie in a fairly well conserved 
condition. One difficulty in heating the roome is 
the exceesive height of the ceilings. This of course 
could be fairly easily remedied. Some repair will be 
necessary to the plaster. This should not be expensive 
for I believe that the present plascter ie eufficiently 
good to justify repairing, 


Appended to this report ie the number of pupils 
from the age of 6 to 16 years. The present enrolment 
is 60 and there appears to be no great change in this 
enrolment for st least five years, From the figures given in 
this anpended summary it aprears that the addition of one 
classroom would edequately satisfy the educational needs of 
this reserve for the next ten years. The present plan 
lends itself readily to the addition of a third classroom 
giving it the shape of an L. The third claseroom windows 
would be fecing south which would give adequate lehting. 
Below this classroom a well orgenized Manual Training 
shop could be devised, 


I would then suggest that an architect proceed 
eat the earliest convenience to Tobique and make the 
plane so that this construction may be underteken as 
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s00n as weather permite, The rough lumber could be 
obtained from the reserve at the approximate cost of 
$32.00 per thousand. The heating system coulda 
readily be changed into a forced air heating system, 
Our mode of construction should be decided as soon as 
possible so that Superintendent MacPhail may be given 
an advance to have the lumber prepsred,

The engineer and inspector were 
there taking measurements for « 30° wing to be built om the 
school and said the work would start right away, but nothing 
has been heard since. I do not agree with the engineer's 
plan to build thie wing as it is om the wrong side of the 
building. They have three teachers now with two cless 
rooms. I understand one of these teachers is only temporary. 
There will be 90 children starting this fall and 50 more next 
fall so they are quite crowiled, 


They told me that an educational representative from 
Ottewa was there this spring and told them to get 8 boye and 
girls ready to go to vocation school or a higher grade school 
and everything would be arranged. Nothing more has been 
heard about thie and they have the boys and girls ell ready.” 


You will note thet Mr. Hatfield does not agree with Mr. 
Goedike's recommendetions. Please let me heve sufficient information 
to enable me to reply to Mr. Hatfield's letter. 


In Mr. Hatfield's letter he also refers to the foundation 
of the pump house. we have written to the Indian Superintendent for 
@ report on thie matter, es Mr. Ross, the only engineer familiar with 
thie installetion and pump house, is out of town and will be away for 
@ month or 80.

I beg to acknowledce receipt of your letter 


dated August 22nd, No. 66-2-8. instant, I may say that 

Mr Charles W. Bowlin has started the work on the basement. 
I believe Mr Bowlin understands his work as a contractor 
and w.ll do his best to have the work,and the material 
furnished in the building to the best satisfaction. 


I want ot make a suggestion in regards to the 
plens and specifications of the basement wall, in this part 
of the Globecwe have to contend with very intense frost 
and it has always been the practice here in this part of 
Country when building a conerste wall, to have it built 
with a batter on the outside, about a quarter of an inch 
to the foot, according to the plans this is a straight 15 
inch wall, Iwould suggest that the wall be 15 inches thick 
at the bottem,and tajer from the outside to a thickness of 
say 10 or 12 inches at the top of the wall, by doing this 
the frost when drawing out of clay ground,would naturally 
draw away from a tu,pered wall and could not do any damage.

I beg to inform the Department that I hawe been 
considering a mmch better and cheaper water system then I 
had recommended in my letter of above date. 


We could eet a good and sufficent sup;ply of 
water from a well drilled right near the building,within 
20 or thirty feet of the bu.iding,and install a good air 
pressure water system in the basement of the building,that 
would supply the water direct from the well to the faucets 
all through the building at whatever pressure required, 
from 40 to 60 lbs pressure what ever was needed,and could 
be automaticly operated by a small dynamo installed in the 
basement, 1 would recommend this source of watez supply, 
from @ drilled we&l,and forced through the buiiding with 
a good up to date air presure system,this would cost 
approximately $600.00 to drill the well and install the 
water system, I would recommend the well being crilled 
immediately,and have all under ground water pipes ready to 
connect to the basement when the busement walls are 
completed, in order to test the plumer's workthe water 
system should be installed before his work is completed.
